2. Poor roads add to the cost 
of operating vehicles over them 
— a* much as one-cent a m ile 
per vehicle for a total yearly 
cost of 5 billion dollars. 
He said 
the higher road transportation 
costs are reflected in the cost of 
►£oods and are paid ultim ately by 
the individual consumer. 
3. The country is growing and, 
as population and national out­ 
put increase, highway develop­ 
ment and improvement must be 
increased. 
Unless this is done. 
Eisenhower said. “existing traf­ 
fic jams only faintly foreshadow 
those of IO years hence.” 
THE 
EISENHOW ER 
pro­ 
gram. as set out in the message, 
followed the general lines of a 
report drafted last month by an 
advisory com m ittee headed by 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay. 
However, the President passed 
over lightly two of the most 
feebly controversial features rf 
the report. 
In advance for the submission 
of the message. Senate Drmo- 
ciatic leaders had declared their 
opposition to a number of key 
features of the Clay report. 
THESE INCLUDED: 
1. A plan for a 30-year bond 
issue to be financed bv a federal 
highway corporation that would 
finance a 
planned 40.000 m ile 
interstate highway network with 
a total interest cost of !1 D bil­ 
lion dollars. 
2. A plan to reimburse states 
for money *pent on building toll 
roads that become part of the 
interstate network. 
On the bond issue. Eisenhower 
said: 
“I am inclined to the view 
that it is sounder to finance this 
program bv special bond Issues 
. . . rather than by an increase 
in general revenue obligations.”

Russians 
have

Arctic and subarctic much long­ 
er than Americans. They know 
how to live

THE U N ITED STATES is now 
engaged in a grim program to 
equip 
its 
m ilitary 
men 
with 
knowledge 
and 
machines 
that 
will enable them to live and fight 
as well; or perhaps better. 
It's a tremendously costly un­ 
dertaking. Modernizing Alaskan 
defenses alone will cost at least 
600 million dollars by estim ate 
of the Army Corps of Engineers. 
That does not include the opera-1 
tional costs or any part of the 
cost of a chain of radar stations 
being built 
across Alaska and 
Canada. 
The undertaking is a brutal 
proving ground for both men and 
machines. Both are being tested 
at this big base in the flat valley 
of the Tanana river, where the 
w inter can bring 60 below zero 
cold and sum m er turns the land 
into w ater soaked muskeg. 


MOVING ABOUT or fighting 
in the subarctic in sum m er is 
had.

He has 
nothing left for fighting. 
The arm y is attem pting, by 
training and by new equipment. 
to modify this impact of cold on 
the soldier’s efficiency. 


T H E P R I M A R Y

school is that man can live in the 
worst w eather the frigid zone 
can produce—if he has the right 
clothing, shelter, food and tech­ 
nique.

It is stressed also that a 
cancer of the lung may be missed if just a single 
film is taken but will be discovered if there is a 
thorough X-ray study of the chest by a competent 
radiologist.

Means Dominating Him 


Bv MRS. M URIEL LAW RENCE 
Elmer's mother says she thinks she’s pampered him too much 
At seven, he demands her entire attention. If she gives some to a 
guest, he will seek out her face powder and spill it. 
Recently, because she insisted on a private talk with his grand­ 
ma, he stuck all her postage stamps together. 
“Otherwise,” writes his mother, “he is a good child, never rude 
or defiant to my face . . . ” 
Apparently, to be a “good child” in this mother’s eyes, you must 
never openly disagree with her. 
If such submissiveness equals “goodness” to Elmer’s mother, no 
wonder he attacks her powder and stamps. Attacking her opinions 
is forbidden as evil. What else can he do when they arouse anger 
in him but discharge it upon less-sacred possessions?” 
I think that Elmer’s mother may be scared of criticism. 
Certainly her use of the word “pamper” suggests that she is. 
For to “pamper” a child means to dominate him. along with any 
opinions he has that we object to. The fact that we choose to des­ 
cribe such suffocation as “pampering" should interest us exceed­ 
ingly. 
It is an excusing word — a self-protective word that seeks to 
plead that our oppression is tender, brooding care. It is a word we 
use when we want to avert any suspicion that our treatment of a 
child has been imperfect. 
Yes. I think that fear of criticism may indeed be this mother’s 
problem. 
Until she recovers from it, she will continue to teach Elmer that

Reserve Training 


A new phase of air force re­ 
serve training will be given in 
this area for the first time, it 
has been announced by Major 
Willis D. Locke, commander of 
the Air Reserve Squadron in 
Kingston.

ceive courses of instruction de­ 
signed to refresh and m aintain 
the reservists* proficiency in his 
career field. Reservists shall re­ 
ceive a full days pay for each 
cla.'ss period attended. 
Major Locke pointed out to­ 
day that the specialized training 
will not 
change

reservists 
status regarding the likelihood 
of recall to active duty involun­ 
tarily. 
On this topic. Major Locke 
added: 
“Many 
reservists who

gram are subject to recall in­ 
voluntarily to active duty with 
a 30-day notice. This has result­

BV HAL BOYLE 
New York 
—George W ash­ 
ington. born 223 years ago today, 
remains the least understood of 
famous American presidents. 
He became 
known as “the 
father of his country” even in 
his own lifetime. But few of the 
164.000.000 who now dwell in the 
American 
republic 
he did 
so 
much to found feel any tem pta­ 
tion to call him “daddy.” None 
speak fondly of “Papa’’ W ashing­ 
ton. 
He is revered more as a human 
temple than loved as a fellow 
human being. 
W hy? The humorist, Artemus 
Ward, gave one reason long ago 
when he said: 
“The prevailin’ weakness of 
most public men is to slop over! 
. . . G. W ashington never slopt 
over.” 
The 
19th 
century 
agnostic 
Robert IngersoU, wrote of him: 
“Was hington etaoni eton HOi 
"WASHINGTON is now only a 
steel engraving. About the real 
man who lived and loved and 
hated and schemed, we know* but 
little.” 
But modern research has un­ 
covered the warm man beneath 
the formidable legend. It has 
shown him to be a man with 
many faults, but w*ith the great­ 
ness to rise above them. 
What 
kind of 
a 
mtm 
was 
George W ashington? Was he a 
stuffed shirt—or fun to know? 
Well, 
teen-agers 
might 
be 
cheered to know- that he couldn't 
spell too well. At 16 he wrote 
“thread bear” when he m eant 
“threadbare.” 
But he was a great boy for 
self-improvement. 
He 
w r o t e 
down his own principle* of con­ 
duct, and tried to live up to 
them. 
In youth and middle age he 
loved parties. He liked to flirt. , 
He also liked to drink, gamble 
on the races and at cards, and 
enjoyed dancing until he was 64 
years old. He also liked to play 
billiards and ride to the hounds. 
As many teen-agers now be­ 
come self-conscious because of 
acne or pimples, young W ashing­ 
ton suffered because an attack 
of smallpox left his face deeply 
pitted. But he learned to become 
a s p r i g h t l y conversationalist 
with the ladies 
They enjoyed 
his company. Of course, even in 
those days the girls liked a man 
who 
had a 
good 
figure, 
and 
George grew’ to be 6 feet 3 and 
weighed 220 pounds. 
AS 
A 
SOLDIER 
he 
made 
many errors. 
In his first fight 
with the French he and his en­ 
tire command had to surrender 
because he had built a fort in 
the wrong place. He made other 
liad mistakes as leader of the 
Continental arm y that cost him 
battles, but he won the war. 
He was a good farm er, prac­ 
ticed crop rotation, experimented 
in breed ng plants and cattle. 
As 
a 
statesm an, 
he 
spoke 
seldom—but when he spoke he 
made sense. 
He lacked the genius of Ben­ 
jamin 
Franklin, 
the oratorical 
ability of Patrick Henry, or the 
statecraft of John Adams and 
Thomas Jefferson. 
W hat did he have then that 
made him so admired, even by 
his own contem poraries? Cour­ 
age. energy, judgment, common 
sense, 
modesty, 
and 
granite 
character. In a time when many 
men were bought, W ashington's 
honor was never for sale. 
“On the whole,” wrote Jeffer­ 
son. "his character was. in its 
mass, perfect — in nothing bad. 
in few points indifferent; and it 
may truly be said that never did 
nature 
and 
fortune 
combine 
more perfectly to make a man 
great.” 
..TH E 
EVIDENCE 
is 
t h a t 
W ashington became colder only 
as he grew older. A fter he be­ 
came president he shook hands 
with no one, acknowledging in­ 
troductions with a formal bow. 
He attended no parties outside 
hi* own home because he felt 
the head of a nation should never 


be a guest, indebted even for hos­ 
pitality. 
lf this seems to us bending 
over backward, we m ust rem em ­ 
ber 
the 
intrigues 
W ashington 
had survived, and his desire to 
avoid show’ing the least sign of 
partiality. But in spite of this. 
he suffered so from the attack 
of vilification launched against 
him during his second term he 
refused to run again, declining 
to rem ain longer the target of 
a mob he never pandered to. 
He died as bravely as he had 
lived, saying serenely: 


“I DIE HARD, but I am not 
afraid to go. I feel myself go­ 
ing. I thank you for your atten ­ 
tions; but I pray you to take no 
more trouble about mc. Let m° 
go off quietly. I cannot last 
long.” 
Then he calmly gave instruc- 
[ lions for his bu rial- and died. 
Of him. Abraham Lincoln said 
later: 
‘T o add brightness to the sun 
| or glory to the name of Wash- 
j ington is alike impossible. Let 
• none attem pt it. In solemn awe 
I pronounce the name, and in its 
naked deathless splendor leave 
I it shining on.”
